Rotd and Brld^^e Making. 



A very large amoaut of public money 
ii about to bo expooded throughout the 
FrOTiDce in making and rogairing 
roads and bridgea. We bBve]more tbao 
ODoa taken oooaaion to allado to the uo- 
satiBfaotory'BrBtem hitherto adopted in 
respeot of these works, and the sharp 
debate which took place upon the sub- 
jeot iu the Legislative As'sembly must 
haye gone far towards oonvinoing the 
Govern men t that the old Byatem can- 
not be pereiBted in with impanity, The 
reiiolatioa of the senior member for 
Iriliooet WfQt too far in requiring that 
«lKroad work Bbonld be done by ooa- 
tract ; and on that ground atose it was 
defeated, The impracticability of koopiog 
the road tbroagb the Casoade Eaugo in 
repsirby contract was clearly pointedout; 
fcnt it was shown with equal olearnoBs 
that the wori< of constraoting and even 
maintaining most of the ooootry rpads 
woald bo ohooper and better done by eoD- 
tract. Tbo first objcotin all such worli 
i«, of course, economy end effloieney ; 
Mt there is cnoiber objeot not to be 
overlooked ; and that is the doing of 
the work in sach a way qr will confer 
the greatoat possible direct benefit upon 
tbo settlors, Tbis last object has buon 
little attained iu Ibo pus'. Wore tho bjbj. 
tem adopted oflettiugout alleuch works in 
small contracts bo as to come within the 
xeaoh of settlers contignous thereto, we 
feel confident that all tlio abovetnention- 
tioned objecis would bo attained iu a much 
higher degree than in any other way. The 
reader will oanly pcrcsive the defiirublenesB 
of having money ibuB expended find iiB way 
into the pockets of seitleia ; lor it will ilien 
be retained in the eouttry ood employed in 
permanent improvemeniB and ogricnltorai 
davelopraent. It could gat into no belter 
hands Viewing thepreseot year'aoperatioos, 
we are willing to admit tbat, owing ta the 
lateaefB of ibe aeaaoo, there may oot be ao 
opportunity of adopting the cootract syBtem 
to its (oil and legitimate extent; but we 
would urge upon the Exeootivo the duly ot 
adopting that pnnoiple i>8 fast and bb faros 
citcumslauoeg will adm t. There ie another 
point to which we would reBpectfnIly invite 
Ibe atientioD of the Uoveioment. Under 
a respoDBtble form of BdminiBtration every - 
tbioft is preanmedtobedODe in coufotroity with 
the well-nndcrBtood vtigbeB ot tho people; 
and wherever practicable, it wuuld be 
■wtll that tho people in any locality 
where a oe/tain amount of public money ia to 
be expended on roada and bridges should be 
.palled together, eay, by the Government 
bffiear appointed t3 lay oat and Bupeiintend 
the work, for the purpose of mnlnat cooiult- 
■tlon 89 tj tio moit desirable sits and t^e 
belt mode of execution. Why ebouldoot the 
Executive share this roeponaibility with t^.e 
people ? The whole fabric of Kefponaible 
Qoveinment reeia upon tha essumpiion that 
the perpleare tbe beat judgca of what is to 
their own advBDtige; and it wi)t Beaioely be 
denied tbat, in Ibe nnatter of locating and 
conBtroctiog oonrtry roada and bridnoe, t'le 
people in the various Bttilemcntj uius*. be the 
best judge?. In tho absetce of any Mutii- 
cipal machinery, it occurs to oa tial, wher- 
ever praciicable.tbe people most immediatelv 
inteieated might be consulted wiib great ad- 
TBDtsge. At the very least, aooh a oooise 
would lend to preventdijsati«faotioa amoBget 
the people. 

Ttic Natioual Tbauksgiviug, 

To-morrow four millions of Oaaadian peo- 
'.ple will nnlte in.poblic tbaakssiTiDg to tbe 
Creator and Preierver of all men for Hia iD> 
finite goodaesi and mercy iu restoring to 
health Hia Boyal Highness Albert Edward, 
Prince of Wales. Thus, from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific, one united volumo of praise will 
ascend to Him by Tvbom alone Kiaga reign 
and Princea decree justice. And British 
Columbia will contribato her quota to the 
general thanksgiving. We have not a St. 
Paul's with its lofty dome and thronging 
thousands; nor shall oar eyes be privileged to 
' look upon tho object of all this gushing outflow 
of pious gratitude and loyalty. Bat the con- 
tribution from Uritisb Columbia will be none 
tbe less genuine and sincere on that account. 
Indeed its very simplicity and freedom from 
pomp and show will coiistlluto ita cliief merit, 
if not in the estimiitiou ol men, in iho sighl 
of Heaven.
